Experience of the United Staten 
Gutter Corwin with n Finback. 



It Reqnfred n Fnalllnde of ftlfle ftnllete to 

ladnrs Hint to Hhrar Off A Trouble- 
some Finback That Wan One# 
Cannonaded. 

Longest of all the whales, the On- 
back Is regarded by oil mariners as 
r the least desirable to fall In with. 
He yields no bone and very little oil, 
and Is Beldnm pursued by the whale- 
men on account of his dangerous 
propensities. Ho will smash more 
boats, run out more line and carry 
oft more harpoons than any other 
whale. But sometimes lie Is found 
to be curious and socially inclined. 
He will rango up astern or beside 
a ship and appear to examine tho 
bottom. This always causes more 
or loss uneasiness aboard, since but 
a few planks Intervene between the 
sailor und the deep. Butts with the 
bead or strokes with the tail, should 
the whale be disposed to give them, 
might Causo the loss of a vessel. 

It was in the Behring fea that one 
afternoon, us the United States rev- 
enue steamship Corwin was forging 
slowly along under snil alone, 
through a long, rolling swell, a fin- 
back came up asteru. He rose and 
sank with great regularity, und 
gained steudily upon the ship. He 
presently rcuched tho rudder, at 
which he seemed to smell; then giv- 
ing a loud puff or blow ho showed 
somo tlftv feet of his great book 
above the surface of the water and 
sank slowly, ranging as ho did so 
along tho sturliourd side. Ho next 
was seen close to her bilge, slowly 
rising to the surface to blow. Hu 
came up with scarcely three feet be- 
tween him and tho vessel, and the 
spray from his spouting fell upon 
her deck. Ho slowly sank again, 
passed beneath the keel, and rose 
on tho other side. He blow onco 
more, settled, and again passed be- 
neath, accommodating his speed to 
that of the ship. 

It was altogether too companion- 
able for the comfort of those on 
board, many of whom had beard 
of the fato of the hapless wbale- 
shlp Essex, sunk years ago by 
tbc attack of a whole In the South 
Puclfla ocean. This flnoack seemed 
to take the Corwin for a monster of 
hts own species, with whom he 
wished to scrape acquaintance, and 
It was not certain what demonstra- 
tion ho would next make. Officers 
and men were closely watching him 
from the rails, moving from side t<^ 
side to view his successive reappear- 
ances as he passed and repassed be- 
ne&th them. Whether belligerent 
or merely playful, there was an un- 
pleusaut element of danger in his 
familiarity, and various suggestions 
were made for ridding the vessel of 
his company. 

"Oct up somo rifles, Mr. Howi- 
son," said the captain to the flrst 
officer, as the whale continued his 
movemeuts, showing no signs of de- 
parture. "This whale Is too so- 
ciable. Lot's sting him with a few 
bullets, uud see If we can’t got rid of 
him." 

Soon half a dozen sailors with 
breech-loaders at u “ready” were 
ranged along tha ruil, eager to begin 
the work of ballasting tho finback 
with lead. 

“One ball only at flrst,” com- 
manded the captain. “Don't pelt 
him so that he will go wild at once. 
Why, men, If be sends that tail up 
among you, you are goue; not to 
speak of Iho boats and davits that 
would go with you. There he comes; 
now, Johnson, yoa Ore. Hit him 
just ubnft the blow holo, and let's 
sec what he'll do." 

Crack went the rifle, and “sput" 
went tbe bullet as it sunk deep in 
Uie blubber. Tbo whole seemed not 
to mind, and settled of before. 

“Glvohiiu two next time. Stand 
by on the other side!” cried tho cap- 
tain.

next 1 line, for us lie i dm up he trove 
a heavy blow preparatory to draw- 
ing a deep hrenth. Ills plans were 
rudely interfered with. 

Crush went, the volley. Every bul- 
let seemed to 'dike effect. Up went 
tho huge head for an Instant, show- 
ing some forty feet of tho body. 
Down it cume with a splash, and 
into the uir went- the great tail or 
“flukes," until over forty feet of 
that end of him rose perpendicular 
from the water.

Ho always hud on board every ap- 
pliance that could be used in his 
trade. He eveu carried two nine- 
pounders, with ammunition of all 
sorts, after the fashion of the old- ' 
time whulemen. 

“One day ho fell in with a finback 
that ucted just as this one did. Of 
course ho did not lower tho boats 
for the finback, but when the rascal 
got so familiar, and came smelling 
round the ship, ho had to do some- 
thing, so he put somo bullets into 
him to drive him away.

Tho whale had 
backed off some forty or fifty feet, 
uud was about to lunge at the ship 
for about tho twentieth time. He 
was nearly head on to the cannon, 
and well on the surfnecof the water, 
when Welch touched her off.

Some of the silver Democratic pa- 
pers hove all along been calling the 
Cleveland and Carlisle section ol their 
party "John Sherman Democrats,” 
and they are right. Prior to the war, 
though, most of the Democrats were 
of that order. Jeflerson, when Presi- 
dent, arbitrarily shut the mints against 
the coinage of the silver dollar, then 
slightly cheaper than the gold dollar, 
in order to prevent it from driving 
gold out ot circulation, and they re- 
mained shut for over a quarter of a 
century. Jefferson was a "John Sher- 
man Democrat." Jackson, in tbe in- 
terest, or imagined interesj. of gold, 
made war upon the United States 
Rank, and prevented the renewal of 
Ua charter. He was a hard money, an 
honest money, Democrat, like Van 
Buren, Benton, Cass, Polk and all the 
other Democratic leaders of that day. 
That "By the Eternal!" wh'ch terri- 
fied the nullifiers would have been di- 
rected against Bland, Harris and the 
rest of the 50c dollar men if any ex- 
isted in Jackson's day, in his party 
or out ot it. Despite his monetary 
prrjudiccs and extravagances as rep- 
resented in the bank contest, he was 
sound on the finance question. Jack- 
son was a "John Seriuan Democrat " 

The Democracy of the present day 
Bhould be proud of Sherman and his 
eminent disciple, Cle viand, for forcing 
the party back to its old ground on 
the finance question. Its attitude on 
this bsue was the best part of the De- 
mocracy's record before the war. and 
it has been the worst part of it since 
the war. By the time that Missouri, 
Mississippi and the few other States 
in which the silver heresy still, pre- 
vails swing over to the honest money 
side the Democrats may really begin 
to trace back the paity's apostolic 
snccesssion to Jackson and Jefferson.

Thirty years 
have sufficed to remove all old preju- 
dices. Reconstruction is a thing of 
the past. The fear of “negro dom- 
ination,” which astute aspirants for 
office so long held up as the “bogie” 
man to frighten and consolidate the 
people, has departed, and upon the 
aped of all this gone and forgotten 
political lere We find agricultural and 
mineral development, and a commer- 
cial impetus which will, ere long, as- 
tonish the North and the whole world 
with its effect and results. 

When the issue of slavery came to 
dominate parties all else of politics 
and economics in the South departed , 
and for at least ten years before the 
war, and even since, those things 
which have grown out of it have 
made the South “solid.”* There is a 
breakiug np in North Carolina, iu 
South Carolina, in Louisiana, iu Ala- 
bama, in Kentucky, in Tennessee, and 
the whole South is on the brink ot a 
political volcano. This is not inex- 
plicable. The South desires to ad- 
vantage itself of progress, to share in 
the nation's development, and it can 
not hope to do that mider the policy 
of a "Tariff for revenue only." That 
policy has struck at sugar and rice, 
coal aud iron, and these products, ag- 
ricultural and mineral, are so power- 
ful that tlieir ramifications exten ded 
throughout almost every State a nd 
into banking and business circles. 
Protection is a policy too broad to be 
limited by sectional lines, and its ad- 
vocates are too liberal, just and gen- 
erous to withhold its beneficent effects 
from any part of the country desirous 
of embracing the advantages of that 
policy. — [American Economist.

Business did 
not revive after that hill was passed 
because the Free-Trade and ruling el- 
ement ot the Democratic party de- 
nouced it as a base betrayal of princi- 
ple, and declared at the first opportu- 
nity further steps would be taken to- 
ward Free-Trade. Lnst November 
the people had a chance to express 
their opinion, and they did so in a 
way that showed that there would be 
no more Free-Trade legislation for a 
long time to come. Then mnnufact- 
nres and other business men felt safe 
in making some calculations for the 
future, nnd business begun to revive. 
The indications are thnt we will have 
good crops aud fair prices, nnd good 
crops nnd fair prices help the revival 
that the Republican victories started. 
The Republicans promised last fall 
thnt times would begin to improve if 
their cause was indorsed by the peo- 
ple, and the promise has been carried 
out. Times are better, but they are 
not wholly good, and will not be un- 
til Republicans are pnt in full charge 
of the administration of Government 
affairs — [Louisville Commercial.
